General Trygve Lie fired nine 
more American employes Friday 
for refusing to answer McCarran 
f 
ommittee questions about Com- 
lunist affiliations and subversive 
connections. This brings to 18 the 
number dismissed in 1952 for this 
cause. 
Lie, in a formal statem ent, 
warned his staff of 3,040 they face 
the same fate if they act sim ilar­ 
ly- 
The .new notices of dismissal 
were contained in letters, the UN 
sources said, which are expected 
^ o be made public late Friday. The 
^erm s and mechanics of the firings 
are also expected to be announced. 
Lie, in his statem ent to the sec­ 
retariat, said he was following the 
advice of a distinguished three-man 
panel of international jurists who 
recommended this course. 
He announced that within a few 
days he would set up an advisory 
panel to help him in dealing with 
specific cases.

THE NINE who were fired have 
been on special leave with pay, but 
banned from entering the secretar­ 
iat, since they refused to answer 
questions by the internal security 
subcommittee 
on 
constitutional 
grounds that their answers might 
incriminate them. 
Lie was said to have served an 
ultimatum to the nine last Monday 
to answer these questions to him 
♦ y noon Thursday or face firing. 
Their anwsers all were reported 
unsatisfactory. 
The secretary general's decision 
was backed by the recommenda­ 
tion of a three-man panel of inter­ 
national jurists who advised him 
fjri» n*,

links to the Communist party, Red 
espionage or subversive rings. The 
jurists said such refusals created a 
♦ clim ate of suspicion.” 
Of the nine previously fired, 
six have been let out since the 
McCarran committee started its 
probe of UN employes in Octo­ 
ber. 
The six had temporary contracts 
which were not renewed. Three 
others had been fired earlier for 
refusing to answer the queries of 
a previous investigating commit­ 
tee.

which just concluded its investiga­ 
tion of the UN with a charge that 
it had found “ widespread infiltra­ 
tion” by American Reds into the 
world organization. 


Ike's Korea Trip Skyrockets 
Spirit Of American Soldiers 


SEOUL, Dec. 5—-(/PV—U. S. Presi­ 
dent-elect Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
who said during his three-day in­ 
spection of Korea that he had “no 
trick ways of settling any prob­ 
lem ,” nevertheless skyrocketed the 
spirits of American troops 
He gave them the hope that if 
there is any road to peace, it will 
be found. 
Soldier after soldier will tell you 
they believe that somehow and 
somewhere the general will find a 
way out of this war. And every 
man questioned by reporters said 
Eisenhower did the right thing in 
coming to Korea. They weren’t 
bothering about any political im ­ 
plicating. 
An irishm an in the British First 
Commonwealth Division, Sgt Jos­ 
eph Kililea of County Rus-Common, 
felt like a great many American 
soldiers: “ If anybody can end it, 
Gen. Eisenhower can. He’s 
the 
man to do it, sir.” 
Eisenhower left New York se­ 
cretly under cover of the darkness 
before dawn last Saturday. 
An 
elaborate scheme had been hatched 
to make it appear, through ap­ 
pointments 
and 
announcements, 


that he still was at his home on 
Morningside Heights over the week 
end and busy at his Commodore 
Hotel 
headquarters 
early 
this 
week. 
He drove to Mitchell Field Air 
Base on Long Island and boarded 
a military Constellation plane for 
the 10,836 mile flight to Korea. He 
was 
joined,

by 
Charles E. Wilson of Detroit who 
will be the new secretary of de­ 
fense; 
Gen. Omar N. Bradley, 
chairm an of the joint chiefs of 
staff, and H erbert Brownell of New 
York, who will have the cabinet 
post of attorney general.

Tuesday 
and 
stepped onto an airport whipped 
by the coldest winds of the winter 
season and guarded by military 
police and U. S. Secret Service 
agents. 
The security blackout on news of 
his journey across the Pacific and 
his stay in this wartorn land was 
not lifted until his plane was one 
hour in flight tonight and well be­ 
yond danger of attack.

U. S. Court of Military Appeals 
Thursday affirmed the conviction 
of six Wac sergeants convicted of 
beating up another woman soldier 
after a beer drinking spree near 
v l’ort Breckenridge, Ky., in Octob­ 
er, 1951. 
The decision w'as handed down 
by Chief Judge Robert C. Quinn, 
Judge 
George 
W. 
Latm er 
and 
Judge Paul W. Brosman. Quinn 
and Latimer wrote one opinion, and 
Brosman a separate one, although 
he concurred in their findings. 
The six had been convicted of 
joint assault on former Pfc., Carol 
Kierce, of Mount Vernon, O. They 
^dbere sentenced to dishonorable dis­ 
charge, forfeit of all pay and al­ 
lowances, and confinement at hard 
labor for term s that originally 
:anged from one year to 30 months. 
Last January the Army judge 
advocate general rem itted the un­ 
served portion of the lesser senten­ 
ces and three sergeants, originally 
given a year, were freed. They are 
Marjorie L. Struck, Santa Cruz, 
Calif., Edith M. Brown, San Ange­ 
l a , Tex., and Mary C. Long, Fort 
Madison, la. 
The sentences erf the other three 
were modified as follows: Grace 
L, Morton, San Lorenzo, Calif., 18 
months; Edna H. Whiteman, Preb­ 
le, N. Y , 12 months, and Juliette 
V. 
Mentean, Pecos, N. 
M., 
12 
months. Loss of pay and dishon­ 
orable discharge for all six was 
confirmed by the court of military 
appeals.

president Wednesday, a day after 
his arrival, at U. S. Eighth Army 
headquarters. He saw Rhee again 
at the executive mansion and again 
in the field on a visit to the South 
Korean rapitoi Division. 
At Elgfc^j A ¡-^ v headquarters 
Eisenhower and 
Rhee conferred 
behind closed door* for 15 minutes 
with Gen. Mark Clark and Gen. 
Jam es A. Van Fleet sitting in on 
the session 
In all, Eisenhower stayed 30 min­ 
utes in his visit to Rhee’s presi­ 
dential mansion on a hillside over­ 
looking Seoul.

OBSERVERS attached great sig­ 
nificance to the visit since it was 
Eisenhower’s final gesture before 
departing 
on 
the 
long 
journey 
home. 
It w as authoritatively learned the 
ROK cabinet had urged Eisenhow­ 
er to press for the unification of 
Korea, which to the ROK’s means 
pushing the Communists back to 
the Yalu River. 
The cabinet was reported to have 
prepared a seven point proposal 
to present to Eisenhower asking, 
among other things, unification of 
Korea, strengthening the ROK for­ 
ces, and economic aid. 
On Wednesday, the day after 
Eisenhower arrived, the U. S.

Rhee had gone to Eighth Army 
headquarters for the conference.

At the return visit by Eisenhow­ 
er, Rhee introduced each of his 
cabinet ministers who had waited 
all day at the Rhee mansion. 
Prior to Eisenhower’s second vis­ 
it there was mounting speculation 
that relations between the two lead­ 
ers were somewhat cool. 
This speculation was heightened 
by Eisenhower’s failure to appear 
! in public before the Korean people 
during his three day stay. 
A big mass meeting in Eisen­ 
hower’s honor had been held in 
Seoul Thursday but Eisenhower did 
not appear.

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GOP Senators 
Pour Oil On 
Taft-lke Fire 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5-<JB-Two 
Republican senators have poured 
oil on troubled waters in the wake 
of Sen. Robert A. Taft's sharp pro­ 
test against President elect Eisen­ 
hower’s selection for secretary of 
labor. 
“ I don't think one rem ark should 
be considered a split any more 
than one swallow' makes a sum­ 
m er,” Sen. Ferguson (R-Mich) told 
reporters. “ We’ve got many big 
problems and we’ve got to work 
them out as a team .” 
A sim ilar note wa§ struck by 
Sen. Watkins (R-Utah) in a separ­ 
ate interview. He said he thought 
Republican senators would be “a 
peaceful group” when they assem­ 
ble for the start of the next Con­ 
gress on Jan. 3. 
Watkins, who supported Taft for 
the GOP presidential nomination, 
said that, despite talk to the con­ 
trary, he did not think there was 
“ any feud or fight” over the post 
of Republican floor leader in the 
new Senate. 
This is a position providing the 
most ready access to the man in 
the White House. 
Watkins also said he did not think 
the selection of a 
floor 
leader 
would be affected by Taft’s state­ 
ment on Tuesday denouncing as an 
“ incredible 
appointment” 
Eiaen- 
hower’s selection of Martin P. Dur­ 
kin, a Democrat, as secretary of 
labor in his Cabinet. 
Watkins said in his opinion Taft 
would not try to block Durkin’s 
confirmation by the Senate or even 
vote against it. 


The mili­ 
tary and the Secret Service were 
careful to see that he did not go 
beyond division headquarters—usu­ 
ally three or four miles from the 
actual battleline — for security 
reasons. The greatest risks gg- 
peared to be in the mountain hop­ 
ping in small planes. 
These facts soon became appar­ 
ent to those who accompanied Eis­ 
enhower: 
1. There is 
strong 
sentiment 
among some U. S. military men 
here and among the South Koreans 
for an all-out offensive to smash 
the military power of Red China 
and North Korea. They argue pri­ 
vately this is the best and surest 
way to force peace in the Far 
East. 
2. Some military men went to 
use Chinese Nationalist troops from 
Formosa in the fighting, although 
this is opposed by the Koreaois who 
say such a move would shift Chi­ 
na’s civil war to Korean soil. 
3. The U. S. Eighth Army is 
strong and confident it can atop 
any Chinese offensive even though 
the enemy has close to erne mil­ 
lion troops facing the U. N. forces. 
But sentiment for an all-out U. N. 
drive is tempered by the caution 
of some who think the 
United 
States isn’t yet strong enough mil­ 
itarily to expand the war. 
4. There appears to be little faith 
in this part of the world that the 
Panmunjom peace talks will pro­ 
duce an armistice. 
5. Some fighting men believe it 
is better to go all-out against the 
Chinese now and take temporarily 
heavy losses to gain victory rath­ 
er than continue the present stale­ 
mate with its growing toll of dead 
and wounded. Others — and they 
are mostly the infantrymen who 
would have to carry the load of 
battle — don’t agree so readily. 
6. 
The 
Chinese 
h a v e 
well- 
equipped an d well-supplied armies 
dug into heaMly fortified mountain 
positions — and reports would in­ 
dicate no break in their morale 
despite terrific battle losses. 
7. On the other side, the South 
Korean Army has shown astonish­ 
ing improvement in leadership, ef­ 
ficiency and fighting skill since the 
day two years ago when the Chi­ 
nese entered the war and routed 
the South Koreans. Where Ameri­ 
can fighting men once shrugged 
their shoulders helplessly over the 
fighting quality of the ROKs, they 
now praise them lavishly. 
Eisenhower gave every indica­ 
tion that as president he would 
see to it that the South Korean 
Army is made stronger and strong­ 
er. While talking Thursday to Lt. 
Gen. Chung 11 Kwon, deputy com­ 
m ander of the U. S. Ninth Corps, 
the general congratulated him on 
the ROK Army and then said: 
“As far as I’m concerned, we’ll 
get it a lot bigger and better.” 
Earlier, Chung had told a report­ 
er he would like to see a United 
Nations drive to the Yalu “with 
the ROK army leading the way.” 
And ROK Major General Bak Lim 
Hung said: “ We would like to at­ 
tack and push on north if the high­ 
er headquarters would permit.” 
But these same sentiments were 
voiced by some American officers 
and enlisted men, too, and without 
doubt Eisenhower is aware of this 
feeling in the army which he soon 
will head as commander in chief.

SEOUL, Dec. 5—CB—Allied raid­ 
ers shot up a Chinese outpost on 
the western

Munsan Thursday, killed an esti­ 
mated 58 Reds and then withdrew 
to the main United Nations line. 
Sub-zero tem peratures discour­ 
aged action along most of the 
front. Allied artillery dueled with 
the Communist guns early Friday 
and spotters reported 31 Commu­ 
nist bunkers were hit. 
Okinawa-based Superforts blast­ 
ed a big supply center at Cholsan 
in extreme Northwestern Korea, 
some 25 miles southeast of the 
Communist jet fighter base at An- 
tung, Manchuria.

Bank Robbery 
MT. VERNON, Ky., Dec. 
Three persons were dead as the re­ 
sult of a bank robbery here in 
which no money was taken. 
Two men, including the bandit, 
were killed Thursday when the get­ 
away car collided with another 
automobile about five miles away. 
A sheriff's deputy who was chas­ 
ing the getaway car together with 
state police died of a heart attack 
at the scene of the collision 
State police listed the dead as 
Gillis Allen, 37, a mail carrier 
from nearby Climax, who made the 
robbery attempt; Enoch Ward, 57, 
occupant of the second car, and 
Deputy Leonard Davis. 
Ward’s wife, Mrs. Ibbie Florence 
Ward, 50, suffered fractures of the 
legs and one arm, a chest injury, 
possible head and internal injuries 
and multiple lacerations. She was 
reported in a critical condition at 
a Lexington hospital. 
State police said Allen was hold­ 
ing a gun on two women bank em­ 
ployes when Bernard Mitchell, as­ 
sistant cashier, and Lafe Owens, a 
garage man, entered the bank. 
Allen warned Owens, “ this is a 
stickup,” but the garage operator 
thought he was joking and tried to 
take the gun away from Allen in a 
playful scuffle. The pistol discharg­ 
ed, shooting Owens in the left hand 
and Allen fled.

WASHINGTON. 
Dec. S — un_ 
President Truman and Adlai Stev- 
enson have trained the defeated 
Democratic party’s sights on vic­ 
tory in congressional races in 1954.

The retiring President and the 
man he tried in vain to be his 
successor Thursday summed up in 
that way the goals decided upon 
during their White House meetings. 
The Democratic party, they said, 
1 will try to wipe out its campaign 
deficit and theq go after recaptur­ 
ing Congress in 1954 
Above all, as Stevenson put it, 
I “ party interests must be subordi­ 
nated to the interests of the coun­ 
try and he public welfare. 
“ We do not intend to try to in­ 
fluence Democrats in Congress to 
obstruct, delay or in any way im­ 
peril the national welfare and the 
new' administration’s program in­ 
sofar as it is compatible with the 
views of our party.” 
He said the Democrats’ two big 
j problems are to pay off a half mil­ 
lion dollar deficit and to “ serve 
the public interest ” 
A few hours later Truman told 
his news conference, when asked 
| to discuss his meeting with Steven­ 
son, that the governor’s report 
earlier was entirely correct. He 
said they discussed plans for keep- 
, ing the party alive so it can take 
over Congress again in 1954.

The Rev, John H. Sellum, cur­ 
ate of Mary Queen of Peace Church 
in Pottsville, was on© of the first 
men to reach Sylvester Prosper, 
50, of WadesvUIe, after he was bur­ 
ied up to his neck in a shaft at the 
bottom of an open stripping coal 
operation. Hospital authorities said 
Prosper suffered contusions, bruis­ 
es and shock. 


SEOUL, Dec. 5-U B-U . S. Pres­ 
ident-elect Dw’ight D. Eisenhower 
took a hard look at the Korean war 
situation for three days, inspected 
combat units near the front and 
departed Friday for the United 
States. 
He indicated he does not be­ 
lieve in attacking Red China or 
otherwise spreading the 24-year- 
old conflict. 
Shortly before his departure, Eis­ 
enhower visited President Syng- 
man Rhee of South Korea for a 
second hastily-arranged conference. 
A source close to Rhee said the two 
exchanged notes which may be 
made public Saturday. 
It was Eisenhower's last act in 
his three-day tour and lifted a viel 
of disappointment that had pre­ 
vailed in South Korean govern­ 
ment circles since it had been in­ 
dicated he might not pay his re­ 
spects to Rhee.

EISENHOWER had met Rhee at 
Eighth Army headquarters but had 
not called on the ROK president. 
The meeting averted a possible 
loss of face for the United States 
in Asia. 
Eisenhower had left Naw York 
by plane in the pre-dawn hours 
Saturday. He arrived here Tues­ 
day night. His flight throughout was 
a tightly-guarded secret. 
The U. S. Eighth Army announc­ 
ed that the world-famed, colorful 
general had completed his whirl­ 
wind tour of this war-torn nation. 
The general, chief erf the crusade 
to victory in Europe in World War 
II, was fulfilling a promise he 
made to American voters in mak- 
. ing the trips. 
Whether 
this 
unprecedented 
missioo will prove to be a failure 
or a success, only time can toll, 
•the general told a new* confer­ 
ence before leaving: 
“We came 
over here to learn. W’e have no 
panaceas, no trick ways of settling 
any problem.” 
But he strongly indicated the 
solution to the Korean conflict does 
not lie in spreading the war to at­ 
tack Red China. He said: 
“ How difficult lt seems to be in 
a w ar of this kind to work out a 
plan that would bring a positive 
and definite victory without pos­ 
sibly running a grave risk of en­ 
larging the war. There are many 
limitations on a war of this kind, 
but this much is certain: Much can 
be done, in my opinion, to improve 
our position. Much will be done.”

EISENHOWER added that on his 
way he would meet with members 
of his staff to study “everything we 
have learned here.” 
Reporters, loaded with questions 
and itching to ask them as the zero 


j hour of Ikes departure from Ko­ 
rea loomed, got a letdown when he 
said:

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5-UB—The 
new 
chairman of the 
battered 
Wage Stabilization Board ia faced 
with probably resignation of at 
least some of the board’s industry 
members in protest to President 
Trum an’s coal wage decision. 
Charles C. Killings worth, 35-year- 
old economics p r o f e a s o r from 
Michigan State College, was named 
to the nation’s top wage job Thurs­ 
day night a few hours after Archi­ 
bald Cox quit the post with a blast 
at Trum an’s decision overruling thn 
WSB.

On the long jaunt from New 
York, Eisenhower’s plane carried 
a double crew to insure that a 
rested and alert hand was on the, 
controls at all times. The plane 
carried two pilots in addition to 
another veteran pilot as aircraft 
commander. 
One was Maj. William G. Drap­ 
er, Washington, D. C., the gen­ 
eral's pilot in Europe when he 
headed the NATO forces. 
Another plane followed. 
This carried newsmen and the 
general’s press secretary, James 
C. Hagerty. 
A 
Secret 
Service 
man 
was 
aboard each plane. 
The general carried out p cam­ 
paign promise to go to Korea and 
see what could be done about the 
stalemated war. But he kept a 
tight lip as to what he planned to 
do about it when he becomes U. S. 
president on Jan. 20. 
A complete news blackout on 
all his movements prevailed from 
the time he walked from New 
York’s Hotel Commodore as if he 
were going for a stroll. 
The might of the U. S. Army 
and the American Secret Service 
combined to give him every pro­ 
tection possible. 
A small party accompanied the 
general while his New York head­ 
quarters threw up a news screen 
by doling out the names of the 
general’s future cabinet and aides. 
As Eisenhower left Korea, Gen. 
Clark, United Nations Far East 
commander and the man credited 
with giving the president-elect his 
first big chance as a leader of 
combat men, stood at his side. So 
did Gen. Van Fleet, a football 
w-arrior at West Point with Eisen­ 
hower and now ground command­ 
er of the U. S. 8th Army in Korea. 
The 77 year old ROK president, 
Rhee, 
was on hand in battered 
Seoul, 
the 500 year old Korean 
capital, to 
talk with Eisenhower. 
A large contingent of American, 
Korean, Japanese, British, French, 
italtan and other newsmen w-aited 
for him at snow covered Kimpo 
Airfield outside Seoul. 
But 
the general’s movements 
were sb carefully shielded many 
Korean school children and admir­ 
ers missed him. 
There were banners on the rub­ 
bled buildings of Seoul welcoming 
him and one duplicated the slogan 
of his followers in the United 
States election by proclaiming “We 
Like Ike, Too.” 
Diplomats from many countries 
interested in Asia thronged the 
capital. 
Jittery protectors of the next 
president kept a sharp watch-for 
bomb throwing fanatical Commun­ 
ists wherever the general went.

Foreign Policy 
Changeover To 
Be Smooth 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 5-W -R e- 
lations between the Truman and 
Eisenhower administrations in the 
field of foreign policy for the next 
six weeks have now been clarified 
in talks between John Foster Dul­ 
les and top State Department of­ 
ficials. 
Dulles, who will be secretary of 
state in President-elect Eisenhow­ 
er’s administration, made his ini­ 
tial post-election contacts with of­ 
ficials here this week. 
Barring some unforeseen and 
critical development Dulles, prior 
to taking office Jan. 20, will use 
the resources of the State Depart­ 
ment to make a survey of (1) U. S. 
policies around the world, and (2) 
the department’s operations. 
He is not expected, however, to 
engage in consultation on routine 
foreign operations or, as some offi­ 
cials here had thought probable, to 
make the State Department his 
headquarters. 
Should an emergency arises it is 
understood that both Dulles and 
President-elect Eisenhower stand 
ready to consult with the present 
administration in an effort to form 
a united front in dealing with it.

PUCO Raps FPC 
Pipeline Ruling 


COLUMBUS, Dec. 5 — UB-The 
Public Utilities Commission of Ohio 
wants the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion to rescind its order rejecting 
a proposal to build a natural gas 
pipeline irom Texas to Ohio. 
The state body Thursday said the 
FPC was “ arbitrary and unreason­ 
able” in turning down the Texas- 
Ohio Co.’s request. Commission 
members said the pipeline would 
help alleviate the critical 
five- 
year shortage of natural gas in the 
state.

We are going* to go 
out of here united to carry on this 
struggle until we win.” 
Reuther then went ahead with an 
off-the-cuff speech 
delving into 
practically every subject of the 
day, touching on such varied prob­ 
lems as foreign policy, politics, un­ 
ion affairs and his own income. 
As to his own finances, Reuth­ 
er said he was content to keep 
living on the $11,250 annual sal­ 
ary he gets as president of the 
more thai^a million-member auto 
workers union. 
“I’m in the labor movement not 
for what they pay me,” he told 
newsmen. “I’m in here because I 
believe in what they’re doing.” 
Despite Reuther’s declarations 
that the split within CIO ranks 
would close without scars, some 
CIO officials were afraid of future 
dissension because of the 
close 
vote. The ballot result was an­ 
nounced at 3,079,181 for Reuther, 
and 2,613,103 for Haywood, giving 
Reuther a margin of about 8 per 
cent of the CIO’s claimed mem­ 
bership.

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Jesus, the Great Teacher 


HIS WISDOM AND WORKS CAUSED AMAZEMENT 


Scripture—Matthew 13. 


«V 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
ALL THROUGH the years par­ 
ents and teachers have tried, by 
telling stories, to show children 
what is right and what is wrong. 
Most y o u n g s t e r s are bright 
enough to understand the moral 
without having it pointed out to 
them. 
Even crime stories in motion 
pictures, over radio and television 
(which we deplore because they 
are often brutalizing and fright­ 
ening) always end with the good 
overcoming the bad—the worthy 
winning over the evil. 
Jesus, the Great Teacher, strove 
to teach His listeners by stories 
which are called parables. They 
were simple stories about hap­ 
penings in the everyday life of 
that period, but they conveyed 
His message if the hearers did 
not always “get the point,” or, if 
they did, refused to take it to 
heart. 
In our lesson Jesus went out of 
a house near Capernaum, and sat 
by the sea side. Probably some­ 
one saw Him sitting there and 
passed the word along, and multi­ 
tudes went to Him. So great was 
the crowd that Jesus stepped into 
a boat moored nearby and talked 
from it. 
He told them the story of a 
man who went forth to sow seeds. 
Now some of the seed fell by the

forth a plenteous harvest. 
“Who hath ears to hear, 
him hear,” said Jesus. 
His second parable was about 
a man who sowed his field with 
good seeds, but while he slept— 
tired from his labors—an enemy 
came and sowed tares (weeds) 
among the good seeds. When the 
seeds grew, the weeds and the 
good grain were mixed, and his 
servants asked what they should 
do. Their master answered that 
they would let both grow to ma­ 
turity, then they would gather the 
tares and burn them; and they 
would harvest the good grain and 
store it in the barns. 
Further Jesus said, "The king­ 
dom of heaven is like to a grain 
of mustard seed, which a man 
took and sowed in his field.” It is 
the smallest of all seeds, yet it 
would eventually g r o w into a 
great tree in the branches of 
which birds would lodge. 
Also, the kingdom of God is 
like leaven which a woman took, 
hid in a measure of meal, till the 
whole was leavened. Anyone who 
has made bread or seen it made 
knows how a small cake of yeast 
will make a whole p a n f u l of 
dough rise and become light to be 
fashioned into loaves of nourish­ 
ing bread.

GLAUCOMA is one of the chief 
causes of blindness. Said to cause 
almost fifteen per cent of all 
cases of blindness, it is most of­ 
ten seen in those over the age of 
forty. 
In glaucoma, an excess of fluid 
accum ulates within the eye. The 
fluid then increases the pressure 
within the eye, sometimes caus­ 
ing blindness.

attack produces severe pain in 
the eye, and travels around the 
face. At the same time, the tears 
pour from the eye. and the lids 
become greatly swollen.

As a rule the 
sight is also impaired, so th a t the 
person can see little more th an 
the difference between light and 
dark.

But here is the hopeful part of 
the picture. If glaucoma is dis­ 
covered early, a surgical opera­ 
tion can do much to correct the 
condition before the person loses 
the sight of the eye permanently. 
There Is another type of glau­ 
coma that creeps up more slowiy. 
The person usually has trouble 
reading and seeing close work, 
and may be bothered by a con­ 
stant eye ache. Usually the halos 
and blurred vision are present 
only before the person retires, 
and sleep relieves the symptoms, 
so th at they are gone in the 
morning. 
A physician can generally tell 
if this slow type of glaucoma is 
coming on by using a tonometer. 
This is an instrum ent th a t meas­ 
ures the pressure on the eyeball. 
If this condition is discovered 
early enough, the patient has a 
very good chance of saving his 
vision. Eye surgery Is helpful. 
For this reason, people with 
difficulties in vision should lose 
no time consulting a physician.

There has been no comparable 
upsurge since Calvin Coolidge de­ 
feated John W. Davis, a House 
of Morgan lawyer, in 1924. 
Stocks have climbed to a 22- 
year high since Nov. 4, with once 
depressed 
railroad 
securities 
leading the way. Earnings, divi­ 
dends and prospects are bright. 
Production and employment are 
so strong that there are labor 
shortages in many defense areas. 
Hie national wage average has 
reached a record of $70.80. Pric­ 
es remain steady or are moving 
downward slightly. Plants are 
still planning expansion of facili­ 
ties tor 1953.

Medal Of Honor Goes To Gl 
Who Battled To Save Pals 


Ohio Republican Chiefs To Meet 
COLUMBUS, Dec. 5-UB-Mem* 
bers of the Republican State Com- 


WASHINGTON W-The nation’s 
highest military award—the Medal 
of Honor—has been bestowed on a 
Mississippi soldier who fought to 
the death to protect the withdrawal 
of his 
comrades from 
a 
mist 
shrouded hill in Korea. 
He is Pfc. Mack A. Jordan, 22, 
years old when he gave his life 
last Nov. 15, the son of Mr and 
Mrs. John W. Jordan of Collins, 
Miss. 
The 56th Medal of Honor an­ 
nounced by the Army for gallantry 
beyond and above the call of duty 
in Korea was awarded Pfc. Jordan 
for his lone and voluntary charge 
against a Communist unit which 
had hurled back an American ad­ 
vance. 
An eyewitness account of Jor­ 
dan’s heroic deeds was given the 
Army by his platoon leader. 2nd 


Lt. Edward F. Sheehan of Brockton 
Mass. 
The platoon launched an attack 
on an enemy hill position under 
cover of darkness and mist. Near 
the crest the Americans 
were 
halted, then thrown back by a hail 
of enerny small arms and auto­ 
matic weapons fire and a shower 
of grenades. 
While the rest of the platoon 
started 
to 
fall 
back, 
Jordan 
crawled forward. He knocked out 
one machine gun nest with gren­ 
ades and rifle fire. The surviving 
Reds withdrew to nearby positions, 
and Jordan tried to follow’. 
Before Jordan could clear the 
nest he had just captured the Reds 
rolled a packet of explosives down 
the hill. The blast blew off both 


of the American soldier’s legs 
Despite these wounds Jordan con­ 
tinued to fire. 
His comrades found him still 
fighting when they moved back up 
the hill. He was given first aid on 
the spot, then carried to the battal­ 
ion aid station, but died on the way 
to the regimental collecting posi­ 
tion.

WASHINGTON <*V-The hanging 
of the 11 Czechoslovakian Com­ 
munist leaders is a little less than 
reassuring to other Communists 
that membership in the party is 
a guarantee of longevity. 
This will hardly be a discourage­ 
ment to them, though, since there 
are always enough optimists in 
any group to say: “It can’t hap­ 
pen to me.” 
The unpleasant end which over­ 
took the 11 Czechoslovakians has 
been interpreted as the result of 
a struggle for power among the 
Czechoslovakian Communists them­ 
selves. This may be correct. 
lt may also be so incorrect that 
it sounds innocent. The 11 who 
were hanged had been long-time, 
faithful, hardworking Communists 
who had suffered for the cause 
and before their disaster held posi­ 
tions of great prominence. 
In other Eastern European coun­ 
tries other Communist leaders, all 
with a long history of party work 
behind them, have been toppled 
and destroyed or are now in dis­ 
grace and awaiting destruction. 
If all of them got into trouble 
simply because of power strug­ 
gles among themselves inside their 
own countries, it might be con­ 
cluded that Communists are simp­ 
ly politically cannibalistic and tend 
to chew each other up. 
And the most the other Commu­ 
nists would have to worry about— 
in countries already under their 
control or in a country like the 
United States where they’d like 
to get control—is learning how to 
get along among themselves. 
But it is unthinkable, when re­ 
membering the Kremlin’s control 
over the Eastern European coun­ 
tries, that anything serious could 
have happened to the 11 or any 
of the other old-time Communists 
without Stalin's approval. 
All of them had been his in­ 
struments and none of them, since 
the Kremlin exerts rigid control 
on party members everywhere, 
could have come to power in the 
first place without the Kremlin’s 
approval. 
Why then wjere they in the end 
rewarded with the fate that over­ 
took them? The Prague radio said 
the 11 had been convicted on 
charges 
of 
treason 
and 
other 
crimes. The public had to be told 
something. 
Probgbly the Kremlin decided 
they had served their purpose- 
helping to establish communism in 
their own country—and from now’ 
on might be troublesome. 
Because of their long activity 
in party work all of them had es­ 
tablished a following—in Czecho­ 
slovakia, 
for 
example — which 
might obey them, instead of Mos­ 
cow, in any break or disagreement 
with the Kremlin. 
Tito in Yugoslavia had provided 
the classic example of how this 
could happen. 
The liquidation of the long-loyal 
Communists in the other Eastern 
European countries should elimi­ 
nate any future Titos for some 
time. Their successors can be han- j 
died in the same way, if that be­ 
comes necessary. 
Even with the vision erf the 11 
Czechoslovakians dangling before 
them, Communists elsewhere—for 
instance, in France and America— 
might feel that while this had hap­ 
pened in Eastern Europe it would­ 
n't happen to them if they came 
to power. 
But the evidence is against them, 
*ince the Kremlin could never 
risk another Tito anywhere that 
the party took over. If all this 
sounds a little gruesome, the game 
that’s being played isn’t tiddly­ 
winks.

J. Lausche says the 145 million 
dollar eleetrical generating plant 
to be built on the Ohio River is

free people can produce.” 
He spoke Thursday at form al 
ground-breaking cerem onies for the 
Ohio Valley E lectric Co.’s gigantie 
power plant. It will help supply 
electricity to the Atomic Energy 
Com mission’s project near W averlv 
in Pik»' County. 
w 
The governor used a 25-ton power 
scoop to break the earth as 900 
persons crowded around a field at 
Kyger Creek, a ham let south of 
Cheshire in Gallia County. 
Lausche said the power plant 
will establish a unit in the eco­ 
nomy of the area “ which may 
bring im provem ent to the economic 
status of the citizens of the a re a .” 
Philip Sporn of New York Cito 
president of the electric com pany, 
predicted Southern Ohio “ will b t 
one of the great industrial valleys 
of the w orld.” 
He added he believes other pow- 
| e r plants would be constructed in 
the area. 
“ The electricity produced here 
will help m ake the m ost im portant 
m aterial in the atom ic 
bom b,” 
Sporn said. “ We need an atom ic 
bomb because we live in the kh§ 
of a world which dem and^ arm a- 
m ents, and we will use the atom ic 
j bomb only to defend ourselves and 
I our way of life.”

; year contract with the AEC to 
supply power to the Pike County

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Pigs Thrive On New Protein Diet 


Experiment 
Shows Worth 
Of Terramycin 


25-Pound Pigs 
Grow To 198 
In 105 Days 


A Michigan State College swine* 
feeding test has shown that pigs, 
given terramycin, gain as fast on a 
low-protein diet as on a ration con* 
taining considerably more protein, 
even though it, also, was fortified 
with the same level of terramycin. 
The study was conducted at the 
Michigan 
Agricultural 
Expert- 
ment Station by Prof. J. A. Hoef* 
er, Prof. E. W. Luecke, F. Thorp, 
Jr. and R. L. Johnston. The ad* 
entific report of the test was pub* 
lished in the Journal of Animal 
Science. 
Eighty cross-bred pigs selected to 
weigh as near 25 pounds each as 
possible were used in the study. 
Divided into four lots of 20 each, 
the pigs were sprayed and wormed 
at the start of the experiment. They 
were self-fed mixed rations in pav­ 
ed yards. 
• 
• 
• 
ONE RATION contained 18 per 
cent crude protein, the level rec­ 
ommended by the National Re­ 
search Council, and was fed to two 
lots of pigs to weight of 100 pounds; 
from 100 to 200 pounds these pigs 
received the same basic ration 
modified to contain 15 per cent pro­ 
tein. 
The second ration, fed to the 
other 40 pigs, contained 15 per cent 
protein to 100 pounds and 12 per 
cent thereafter. Both rations were 
supplemented with ample amounts 
of vitamins A and D, plus niacin, 
riboflavin, pantothenic acid and 
B12 in amounts of six, two, four 
and 12.5 micrograms per pound 
feed respectively. 
In each case half of the pigs were 
held as controls, receiving the 
same ration, but without the ter­ 
ramycin. 
The pigs on the high protein 
diet with terramycin supplemen­ 
tation at a level of five milli­ 
grams per pound of feed reached 
a weight of 196 pounds in 105 
days. 
Those on low-protein ration with 
terramycin weighed 198 pounds in 
the same time. The control pigs re­ 
quired up to three weeks longer to 
reach slightly lower weights than 
the experimental pigs. 
The Michigan researchers point 
out several significant results ob­ 
tained in the study. First of all, it 
confirmed again the advantage in 
time and feed savings achieved by 
adding a third of an ounce of ter­ 
ramycin to a ton of feed. 
Second, it suggests that protein 
standards for swine rations may be 
higher than necessary. 
Third, there is a possibility that 
high B vitamin fortification may be 
related to efficient protein utiliza­ 
tion.

Dems Training

President Truman and Adlai Stev­ 
enson have trained the defeated 
Democratic party's sights on vic­ 
tory in congressional races in 1954, 
The retiring President and the 
man he tried in vain to be his 
successor Thursday summed up in 
that way the goals decided upon 
during their White House meetings. 
The Democratic party, they said, 
will try to wipe out its campaign 
deficit and then Ko after recaptur­ 
ing congress in 1954 
Above all, as Stevenson put It, 
“ party interests must be subordi­ 
nated to the interests of the coun­ 
try and he public welfare. 
“ We do not intend to try to in­ 
fluence Democrats in Congress to 
obstruct, delay rn- in any way im­ 
peril the national welfare and the 
new- adm inistration’s program in­ 
sofar as it is compatible with the 
views of our party.” 
He said the Dem ocrats’ two big 
problems are to pay off a half mil­ 
lion dollar deficit and to “serve 
the public interest ” 
A few hours later Truman told 
his news conference, when asked 
to discuss his meeting with Steven­ 
son, that the governor’s report! 
earlier was entirely correct. He 
said they discussed plans for keep­ 
ing the party alive so it can take 
over Congress again in 1954. 


EISENHOWER had met Rhee at 
Eighth Army headquarters but had 
not called on the ROK president. 
The meeting averted a possible 
loss of face for the United States 
in Asta. 
Eisenhower had left N#w York 
by plane in the pre-dawn hours 
! Saturday. He arrived here Tues­ 
day night. His flight throughout w as 
a tightly-guarded secret. 
The U. S. Eighth Army announc­ 
ed that the world famed, colorful 
general had completed his whirl­ 
wind tour of this war-torn nation. 
The general, chief of the crusade 
to victory in Europe in World War 
; II, was fulfilling a promise he 
made to American voters in m ak­ 
ing the trips.

ALL THROUGH the years par­ 
ents and teachers have tried, by 
RI telling stories, to show children 
what is right and what is wrong. 
Most y o u n g s t e r s are bright 
enough to understand the moral 
without having it pointed out to 
them. 
Even crime stories in motion 
pictures, over radio and television 
(which we deplore because they 
are often brutalizing and fright­ 
ening) always end with the good 
overcoming the bad the worthy 
winning over the evil.

This will hardly he a discourage­ 
ment to them, though, since there 
are always enough optimists in 
any group to say: “It can’t hap­ 
pen to me.” 
The unpleasant end which over­ 
took the l l Czechoslovakians has 
been interpreted as the result of 
a struggle for power among the 
Czechoslovakian Communists them 
selves. This may be correct. 
It may also be so incorrect that 
it sounds innocent. The ll who 
were hanged had been long-time, 
faithful, hardworking Communists 
who had suffered for the cause 
and before their disaster held posi­ 
tions of great prominence 
In other Eastern European coun­ 
tries other Communist leaders, all 
with a long history of party work 
behind them, have been toppled 
and destroyed or are now in dis­ 
grace and awaiting destruction 
If all of them got into trouble 
simply because of power strug­ 
gles among themselves inside their 
own countries, it might be con­ 
cluded that Communists are simp­ 
ly politically cannibalistic and tend 
to chew each other up.

Before Jordan could clear the 
nest he had just captured the Reds 
rolled a packet of explosives down 
the hill. The blast blew off both 


of the American soldier’s legs 
Despite these wounds Jordan con­ 
tinued to fire.

Lausche Lauds 
Building Of 
Power Plant 


GALLIPO LIS, 0. ii?— Gov. Fra rf 


J. Lausche says the 145 million 
dollar electrical generating plant 
to be built on the Ohio River is 
“ another demonstration of what a 
free people can produce.” 
He spoke Thursday at formal 


ground-breaking ceremonies for the 
Ohio Valley Electric Co.’s gigantic 
power plant. It will help supply 
electricity to the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s project near Waverly 
in Pik* County. 
▼ 
The governor used a 25-ton power 


scoop to break the earth as 900 
persons crowded around a field at 
Kyger Creek, a hamlet south of 
Cheshire in Gallia County. 
Lausche said the power plant 


will establish a unit in the eco­ 
nomy of the area “ which may 
bring improvement to the economic 
status of the citizens of the area.” 


Philip Sporn of New York Cit*n 


president of the electric company, 
predicted Southern Ohio “ will be 
one of the great industrial valleys 
of the world.” 
He added he believes other pow­ 
er plants would be constructed in 
the area. 
“ The electricity produced here 


will help make the most important 
material in the atomic 
bomb,” 


Sporn said. “ We need an atomic 
bomb because we live in the k if 
of a world which demand^ arma­ 
ments, and we will use the atomic 
bomb only to defend ourselves and 
our way of life.” 
Ohio Valley Electric has a 25- 


year contract with the AEC to 
supply power to the Pike County 
plant.

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Pigs Thrive On New Protein Diet 


Experiment 


Shows Worth 


Of Terramycin 


25-Pound Pigs 
Grow To 198 
In 105 Days 


A Michigan State College swine- 
feeding test has shown that pigs, 
given terramycin, gain as fast on a 
low-protein diet as on a ration con­ 
taining considerably more protein, 
even though it, also, was fortified 
with the same level of terramycin. 
The study was conducted at the 
Michigan 
Agricultural 
Experi­ 
ment Station by Prof. J. A. Hoef- 
er. Prof. R. W. Luecke, F. Thorp, 
Jr. and R. L. Johnston. The sci­ 
entific report of the test was pub­ 
lished in the Journal of Animal 
Science. 
Eighty cross-bred pigs selected to 
weigh as near 25 pounds each as 
possible were used in the study. 
Divided into four lots of 20 each, 
the pigs were sprayed and wormed 
at the start of the experiment. They 
were self-fed mixed rations in pav-1 
ed yards. 
• • • 
ONE RATION contained 18 per 
cent crude protein, the level rec­ 
ommended by the National Re­ 
search Council, and was fed to two 
lots of pigs to weight of IOO pounds; 
from IOO to 200 pounds these pigs 
received the same basic ration 
modified to contain 15 per cent pro­ 
tein. 
Die second ration, fed to the 
other 40 pigs, contained IS per cent 
protein to IOO pounds and 12 per 
cent thereafter. Both rations were 
supplemented with ample amount* 
of vitamins A and D, plus niacin, 
riboflavin, pantothenic acid and 
B12 in amounts of six, two, four 
and 12.5 micrograms per pound 
feed respectively.
